He shall not treat clients or patients with 
dissociative, multiple personality or borderline personality disorders.  2. In 
his role as educator in his church, He shall consult with another licensed 
psychologist in the evaluation of any issues, which may arise relating to 
establishment of the boundary between educative and therapeutic services.

MOTION: James Fico moved, seconded by Ann Neviaser, to adopt the proposed 

findings of fact, conclusions of law, order and stipulation in the matter 
concerning Thomas Evert, PHD.  Case advisor-Barbara Van Horne – 
abstained.  Motion carried. 

 
DIVISION OF ENFORCEMENT 

 
MOTION: James Fico moved, seconded by Ann Neviaser, to close 00PSY013 for no 

violation.  Motion carried unanimously. 
 

DISCUSSION WITH WPA 
 
Sarah Bowen discussed two issues of interest, which are the Telehealth and eHealth and non-
credentialed therapists working in prisons.   
 
WPA is still concerned about supervision issues, such as in the mental health outpatient clinic 
rules and the department’s committee on licensure for psychotherapists.  There are concerns 
about the generic scope of practice for all master’s degree people that allow for diagnosis, testing 
and treatment for mental disorders, etc.  Of particular concern are those whose training is not 
mental health, such as Music, Art and Dance Therapists, those grandfathered in to licensure from 
the current Social Worker, Professional Counselor, and Marriage and Family Therapist 
certification, and individuals with master’s degrees in psychology. 
 
The issue of a Psychologist who is also an Advanced Practice Nurse Prescriber, prescribing to 
the same client they see for therapy was discussed.  Who supervises that Psychologist and do 
they need supervision?  This question is arising for a number of professionals who are dual 
credentialed.  In terms of prescribing and psychotherapy there is a set of rules for each and it is 
not always clear how they intersect.   
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DISCUSSION WITH WPA (CONTINUED) 
 
WPA will be working with DHFS to address these issues. 
 

TELEPRACTICE ISSUES 
 
Sarah Bowen states that from the psychologist stand point it may be clear what their 
responsibilities are, but the concern is what if the client is in another state and the rules are 
different in that state.  Which rules apply? 
 
Ann Neviaser’s concern was how do we protect the public and discipline those doing Telehealth 
across jurisdictional lines? 
 
Barbara Van Horne notes that the federal government will consider a national license if it is 
perceived that states are setting up barriers to Telehealth with licensure requirements.  The 
American Telemedicine Association criteria for Telehealth is that there would always be a 
consulting physician in-state.  Note that people in Wisconsin are already using Telehealth.  A 
greater danger to consumers is eHealth, where care is over the internet and a patient seeking a 
consultation is not referred for care to a physician or psychologist. 
 

DISCUSSION OF SUPERVISION GUIDELINES 
 
The Board revised introductory comments on what is rule and what is optional, in the packet 
providing additional information about how to provide adequate supervision.  Wayne Austin was 
asked to look this issue over before it is printed in the newsletter.
